Music - that's what makes 
tlie world go ‘round, and as one 
of the oldest arts in the world. 
Why, the first caveman who 
dropped a hatchet on his foot 
began the making of music. 
Then his sons dixipped some 
more hatchets - and that is 
how it all began. 
But music had a slow start 
in becoming the expression of 
national art. In fact it did not 
come of national 
interest m 
America until the nineteenth 
century. 
Our ^ colonists 
had 
neither time for nor interest in 
mu.sical cultivation until sev­ 
eral things such as patterns of 


government had 
been 
estab­ 
lished. 
But there were a few heroes 
in the early days of our coun­ 
try who were slowly establish­ 
ing an interest in music. The 
birthday of such a hero is to­ 
day. Lowell Mason, American 
ct^mposer of hymns and a pio­ 
neer in public school music, 
was born on January 8, 1872. 
He v’as cpiite influential in ad­ 
vancing the interest in music 
as a cultivated art, for in 1833 
he founded the Boston Acad­ 
emy of Music. This was one of 
the first organized attempts in 
musical 
education. 
Gradually 
America sprounted in musical 
enthusiasts. And there ^vas no 
more need for hatchets.
